Myriad ships have crossed to these shores since 1492, but 
Christophers brave adventure is still undimmed in fame,

The doing of*a marvel that had never been done but only 
dreamed of, but in a manner that surpassed the dream, an 
ideal feat of — and genius, the flight of a dauntless 
spirit, a triumph of youth that captivated the world’s fancy 
and touched the core of romance—it was a perfect thing. 


It was a gallant thing—a youth’s dream come true, so sim- 
ply, so quickly, so brilliantly. His fond ambition realized, 
his brave deed how rewarded! How he leapt to fame! 
Didn't it all seem too good to be true in this vale of tears 
and disappointments? With what modesty and grace and 
boyish naivete he bears his honor. No wonder all the hero- 
ism in the breast of mankind rose to acclaim the deed of 
do-or-die which set new marks of human courage, genius 
and accomplishment.

of them are most attractive and 
delicious, the very things to serve 
at a company dinner or a bridge 
luncheon. Others of these new 
dishes are more appropriate for 
the family meal.

Banana Princess Pudding. 

For this delicious dessert take 
six ripe bananas, whites of two 
eggs, four tablespoons of sugar and 
apricot jam. 

Remove the skin and mash the 
bananas, and put in a greased ple- 
plate. Add a layer of apricot jam, 
and bake in a moderate oven wun- 
til warmed throughout. Whip the 
egg whites with the sugar until it 
is quite stiff. Put the meringue on 
the pudding, and bake in @ hot 
oven until a golden brown. This 
will take about five minutes. Serve 
hot or cold. This may be decorat- 
ed with glace cherries and bits of 
angelica or citron. 

Banana Sponge. 

Take one cup of banana pulp, 
two teaspoons gelatine, one-third 
cup cold water, one-third cup boll- 
ing water, juice of one lemon, 
whites of three eggs, one cup sugar 
and some sliced bananas. 

Soften the gelatine in cola wat- 
er, add the boiling water and su- 
gar; when the sugar is dissolved 
strain over the banana pulp, heat 
to the scalding point, cool, add the 
lemon juice and beat over the ice 
water. until light and cold, then 
beat in gradually the stiffly beat- 
en egg whites, Turn the mixture 
into a mould, lined with slices of 
banana, Serve cold, ornamented 
with whipped cream, sweetened 
and flavored. 

Delicious Pudding. 

Line the inside of a pudding 4ish 
with strips of thin bread and but- 
ter (after cutting off the crusts), 
spread over it a layer of apricot 
jam, and sprinkle over it a few 
drops of lemon juice. Next put in 
a layer of thinly sliced bananas 
sprinkled with powdered sugar. 
Repeat the jam and bananas al- 
ternately until the dish {is full, ecov- 
er with some more bread and but- 
ter, and bake In a moderate oven.

Not a Navigator 
Lindbergh himself was unfamiliar with the 
intricacies of deep sea navigation. He had 
never been: trained to find his position at 
sea with a sextant and book of logarithms.

onds and There, for the 
First Time, Proved the 
Feasibility of Air Flight for 
Mankind. 


tored. The difference of a few years 

between the two accomplishments will 
be lost from future historical reckoning, 
which wWill place both in the century-end 
period around 1900. 

Next year, after the national election is 
over and as Christmas is approaching, flyins 
will have its twenty-fifth anniversary. It 
was on Dec. 17, 1903, that the younger of 
the Wright brothers, Orville Wright, flew 
their “contraption” for a distance of %52 
feet, above the sands of Kittyhawk, N. C. 

This flight, in which the Ohio man re- 
mained in the air 59 seconds, foilowed 
months of patient experiments. Time and 
again, Wilbur and Orville Wright had 
jumped from hillsides with powerless gliders, 
o test the sustaining power of planes and 
the manipulation of wind currents. 

Fitting a 4-cylinder engine and two pro- 
pellers to the best of their gliders, they suc- 
ceeded at length in making a combination 
which could be taken off the ground and 
driven through the air. But the feat did not 
create any such stir as has been caused by 
the Lindbergh flight. Few saw the perform- 
ance, and little was said or printed about it. 
The Wrights said nothing, and kept on ex- 
perimenting, with both gliders and motor 


planes. 


Prizes Offered at 


St. Louis Exposition 
The Louisiana Purchase Expositios, the 


St, Louis World’s Fair of 1904, was then 
within a few months of its opening. The Ex- 
position directors set aside $150,000 to be 
offered for prizes for aeronautic exhibitions, 
and $50,000 for expenses. Of 97 who applied 
for entrance in the proposed contests, 23 
designated their apparatus as “aeroplanes.” 
Most of the others planned to use some sort 
of dirigible balloon. 

The “aeroplanes” entered for the Fair did 
not materialize, and an attempt to hold a 
dirigible expedition collapsed when Santos- 
Dumont’s cigar-shaped gas bag was wiysteri- 
ously slashed with a knife, and so damaged 
that the™eccentric Brazilian sent it to France 
fer repairs. 

In the year after the Exposition, on Sept. 
26, 1905, the Wrights, after numerous short 
dlights, made a flight a half-hour in dura- 
tion, most of the time not more than 100 
feet above the ground, and covering a dis- 
‘ance of 24 miles, starting from and return- 
ing to Ft. Myer, Va. Soon after this, Wil- 
bur Wright went to France, where, in spite 
of efforts to conceal himself, he was lion. 
ized like an earlier Lindbergh. 


Early Hops of the 

Wrights and Bleriot 

For two or three years thereafter ‘‘M’sieur 
Veelbur Reet,”’ as the Parisians called him, 
was the center of flying interest to France 
and the world. Both Wilbur Wright and his 
brother Orville, who did not spend so much 
time in France, were slow and careful tn their 
experiments. Others made the spectacular 
flights. Henry Farman, in July, 1908, as 
the climax of a series of flights from the 
Rheims aviation field, flew 20 miles across 
country, from Bouy to Rheims. And July 
25, 1909, Louis Bleriot crossed the English 
Channel, from Baraques to Dover, with his 
fragile monoplane. 

No one feat in aviation, until Lindbergh's, 
so thrilled the world as did Bleriot’s channel 
flight. What, the British asked themselves, 
could Napoleon Bonaparte have done with 
such an arm of warfare? 

Albert Bond Lampert, St. Louis manufac- 
turer, who was at the time a member of 
the St. Louls City Council, forsook the 
chance of higher political honors to follow 
aviation. He and the late Lewis D. Dozier, 
capitalist, spent weeks at Rheims and other 
scenes of aviation development, and on their 
return the St. Louis Air Club was formed, 
with “Bud” Dozier as its president, 

Although the whole world had read of 
Bleriot’s feat, and although the Wrights, no 
more working in secret, were flying on the 
Atlantic Coast, skepticism still lingered in St. 
Louls and in the West. Newspaper photo- 
graphs and news movies, such as would have 
brougnt universal conviction in any matter 
less wonderful, seemed to fall short of mak- 
ing people quite certain that men had actual- 
ly conquered the air. 

St .Louls planned a Municipal centennial 
celebration for the first week of October, 
1909. Its promoters decided to forget about 
the World's Fair aeronautic fiasco of five 
years before and show the public some real 
flying.

“several hundred yards beyond, but the first 


time was in early morning, when only a few 
had gathered, and the second time was the 
closing Saturday evening, when the chilled 
and franky disbelieving crowd had _ gone 
home. To this day the tradition persists that 
Curtiss did not get off the ground in the 
St. Louis test. 

That same autumn of 1909 gave New 
Yorkers a convincing demonstration in the 
air, when Wilbur Wright flew, on one day, 
around the Statue of Liberty, and on another 
day from Governor’s Island to Grant’s Tomb. 
These feats furnished the climax of the Hud- 
son-Fulton celebration, which was the cen- 
tenary of steam navigation. In Germany, 
the same fall, Orville Wright was flying for 
the Kaiser, and the Crown Prince was his 
passenger in a circling tour over Potsdam. 

Flyers, in that year, began to venture 
higher than over treetops,.and Count de 
Lambert won the plaudits of Paris by a dash 
over the Eiffel Tower, 1000 feet high. 

Early -in 1910, Louis Paulhan wen the 
London Daily Mail prize of $50,000, in com- 
petition with Claude Grahame-White, by a 
cross-country flight of 183 miles, from Lon- 
don to Manchester, with one stop at Lich- 
field. The second stage of the flight was 
viewed, for most of the distance, by the pas. 
sengers of a railroad train running in the 
sanie direction. 

Next, the Catskills, scene of Rip Van Win- 
kle’s long nap, were aroused by the sound 
of an air motor, as Glenn Curtiss flew down 
the Hudson May 29, 1910, to win the New 
York World’s prize of $10,000 for a flight 
between New York and Albany, a distance of 
137 miles.- The conditions permitted two 
intermediate landings, and the second of 
these was made within sight of the highest 
buildings of New York. The final landing 
was made on Governor’s Island. 

The local Air Club did not give un thie ef- 
fort to bring actual flying to St. Louis. It 
arranged and financed a flying meet at Kin- 
loch Park, St. Louis County, and booked 
a humber of the pioneer pilots. St. Louisans 
were becoming convinced that flying was 
taking place elsewhere, but they still seemed 
to doubt whether they would ever sce it 
here, 


Post-Dispatch Brought 
Baldwin to St. Louis 


To remove local indifference and linger- 
ing skepticism, the Post-Dispatch invited Clif- 
ford Harmon, one of the most successful of 
Eastern flyers, to come here and fly down 
the Mississippi River along the St. Louis 
water front. Harmon accepted the invita- 
tion, but changed his plans after the event 
had been announced, and sent the middle- 
aged but resolute Capt. Tom Baldwin, vet- 
eran hot-air balloonist and parachute jumper. 

Baldwin brought a heavy red plane with 
him. It did not look as if it would run on 
the ground, to say nothing of flying. But on 
the afternoon of Sept. 10, 1910, a throng 
which lined the levee and packed Eads 
Bridge roadway saw Baldwin dash from Cal- 
vary Cemetery to Carondelet. Then, unex. 
pectedly and beyond announcements, the dis- 
persing crowd saw him return the way he 
had come, and thousands gasped as he flew 
under Eads Bridge, a feat very seldom re- 
peated since.

A tragedy of 1910 was the death of 
Georges Chavez, Peruvian flyer, who suc- 
ceeded in crossing the Alps ina Bleriot 
monoplane, and crashed almost within sight 
of his objective, the city of Milan. 

Cross Continent in 

Series of Hops 

In 1911, Curtiss developed the first suc- 
cessful hydroplane; a Mississippi River flight 
from Minneapolis to Rock Island, Ill., was 
made; and the North American continent 
was crossed, from New York to Pasadena, by 
Calbraith P. Rodgersina Wright biplane. The 
flight was a series of hops, the longest 23 
nilles, over a period of 49 days, the flying 
lime being three days and 10 hours. Lincoln 
Beachey, in that season, flew through Niag- 
ara Gorge and under the international 
bridge. The Harvard-Boston meets of 19190 
and 1911, in which Grahame-White was a 
leading figure, were widely exploited. 

Aug. 14, 1911, Harry N.- Atwood, engaged 
by the Post-Dispatch, made the first flight 
over all seetions of St. Louis, cireling over 
Forest Park and over the Post-Dispatch 
byilding, after passing over both South and 
North St. Louts. He then flew to Springfield, 
Iil., and proceeded thence to Chicago and 
New York, making his flight in 20 stages 
over 12 days, and in 29 hours’ flying time, 

Stunt flying developed rapidly, as soon as

Aviation at the 

Beginning of War 

Germany had about 1200 military air- 
planes in the fall of 1914, France had 300, 
England 250, and the United States practical- 
ly none. Two and one-half years later, when 
this country entered the war, there were still 
no fighting planes and no flyers who knew 
how to run them, in this country. Some 
production for the Allies had begun. In 
1917, Congress, which in 1906 had refused to 
vote $50,000 to perfect the Langley plane, 
appropriated $680,000,000 for the Army air 
program, and voted an added billion within 
the year following.. A tremendous air pro- 
gram was undertaken, and the result is not 
fully told by the often repeated statement 
that few American combat planes’_ had 
reached the front when the Armistice was 
declared. The knowledge that the United 
States, in the fall of 1918, was producing a 
vast volume of planes and engines, all ol 
which would be at the front early in 1919, 
had its effect in bringing the tonclusion of 
hostilities. 

The development of the Liberty Motor, of 
standard design and interchangeable parts, 
was the chief technical achievement of the 
Army air program, 

With the close of the war, Europe saw 
the establishment of mail and commercial 
air routes. These did not develop so rap- 
‘dly in the United States, though this coun- 
try was active in the reviving competition of 
flying achievements, 


America was the first to send heavier- 
than-air craft across the ocean, though 
England won the honor of the first nonstop 
flight. Commander A. C. Read, U. 8S. N., 
flew the NC-4 from Newfoundland to the 
Azores, and thence to Lisbon, Portugal, in 
May, 1919. In the following month, Capt. 
John Alcock and Lieut. Arthur W. Brown, 
British Army officers in a Vimy bomber, 
jumped from Newfoundland to Ireland, 1960 
miles, in 16 hours and 12 minutes, June 
14-15. The London Daily Mail prize of $50,. 
000 was awarded to Alcock and Brown, Capt. 
Ross Smith’s flight, in several stages, from 
England to Australia, was another’ British 
feat. 

Commander Mackenzie Grieve and Major 
Harry Hawker, Englishmen, who essayed to 
fly from Newfoundland to the British Isles, 
were forced down in mid-Atlantic, and were 
saved by a passing ship, losing their plane. 


Air Mail Started, . 

Speed Records Soar 

Air mail service had been established be- 
tween New York and Washington before the 
end of the war. Early in 1919, the air mail 
was extended to Cleveland, and later to Chi- 
cago. In Europe, one of the longer mail 
routes was that from Folkestone, England, 
to Cologne, on the Rhine, The first Ameri- 
can passenger air service line, between Key 
West and Havana, was established in 1920. 

The first Pulitzer Trophy contest was held 
on Thanksgiving Day, 1920 four times around 
a 33-mile triangular course at Mineola, Long 
Island. Capt. C. C. Moseley of the Army 
Air Service, the winner in a field of 10, 
averaged more than 3 miles a minute over 
the entire distance, 

Use of aircraft in detecting forest fires, and 
in locating illicit stills, came among the de- 
velopments of 1921. In 1922, a flight of 
great interest to the Latin world was made, 
when Capts. Sacadura and Coutinho, Portu- 
guese aviators, crossed the South Atlantic 
from Lisbon to Rio de Janeiro, stopping at 
the Canary Islands, 

Two officers of the Army Air Service, 
Lieuts. O. G. Kelly and J. A. Macready, made 
the first non-stop flight aeross the North 
American continent May 2-3, 1923. Leaving 
Roosevelt Field, Long Island, at noon, they 
arrived at Rockwell Field, San Diego, Cal., 
shortly afternoon the next day, covering 2520 


_miles in 26 hours and 60 minutes flying 


time. 

The International Air Meet at St. Louis 
in the first week of October, 1923, was a 
notable occasion, and had its climax in the 
Pulitzer Trophy race, won by Lieut. A. J. 
Williams, U. S. N., with a speed averaging 
243.67 miles an hour, or more than 4 miles 
a minute. Another important occutrence of 
that week, though its importance was not 
recognized then, was that it brought Charles 
A. Lindbergh here as a flyer. A lasting re- 
sult of the meet was the setting apart of 
what is now Lambert-St. Louis Field as a 
local airport. 

A few weeks after winning the St. Louls 
speed event, Lieut. Williams, flying at Mitch- 


el Field, L. I., increased his speed record to 
266.6 miles an hour.
